AND INDIVIDUAL PETITIONERS
Regarding Annual Water Right Fee Determinations

ORDER DENYING RECONSIDERATION

BY THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'

1.0 INTRODUCTION
The Northern California Water Association (NCWA), the Central Valley Project Water

Association (CVPWA) and other persons and entities, collectively referred to herein as

“Petitioners,” petition the State Water Resources Control Board (State Water Board) for
reconsideration and a refund of Fiscal Year (FY) 2007-2008 water right fees assessed by the
State Board of Equalization (BOE) on October 15, 2007. Petitioners incorporate the arguments
set forth in their previous petition challenging the imposition of annual water right fees for

FY 2006-2007. In general, through the incorporation of their previously made arguments,
Petitioners allege that the State Water Board's decision to impose the water right fees
constitutes an abuse of discretion, is not supported by substantial evidence, and is illegal. The
State Water Board finds that its decision to impose the fees was appropriate and proper and

denies Petitioners’ request for reconsideration.

! State Water Board Resolution No. 2002-0104 delegates to the Executive Director the authority to conduct and
supervise the activities of the State Water Board. Unless a petition for reconsideration raises matters that the State
Water Board wishes to address or requires an evidentiary hearing before the State Water Board, the Executive
Director's consideration of petitions for reconsideration of disputed fees falls within the scope of the authority
delegated under Resolution No. 2002-0104. Accordingly, the Executive Director has the authority to refuse to
reconsider a petition for reconsideration, deny the petition, or set aside or modify the fee assessment.

2 The term “Petitioners” is used for ease of reference and does not confer the legal status of petitioner on NCWA,
CVPWA, or other persons or entities.




2.0 STATUS OF LITIGATION

The State Water Board must consider the petition for reconsideration at a time when the statute
authorizing water right fees and the basic structure of the implementing regulations are being
challenged in pending litigation. Each year since 2003, NCWA, CVPWA and the California
Farm Bureau Federation (Farm Bureau) have filed suit against the State Water Board and BOE,
alleging, in part, that the fee legislation and the State Water Board’s fee regulations are
unconstitutional and invalid. The NCWA, CVPWA, and Farm Bureau actions over the

FY 2003-2004 fees have been consolidated, and the other actions have been stayed pending
resolution of the consolidated case. In 2005 the Sacramento County Superior Court issued a
judgment upholding the water right fees in their entirety, and NCWA, CVPWA, and the Farm
Bureau appealed. On January 17, 2007, the Third District Court of Appeal issued a decision
upholding the fee statute and invalidating the fee regulations for FY 2003-2004. All parties
petitioned the California Supreme Court for review, and the Court granted review on April 11,
2007.

3.0 GROUNDS FOR RECONSIDERATION

According to the State Water Board’s regulations governing reconsideration of fees, only a fee
payer may petition for reconsideration of the State Water Board’s determination that the fee
payer is required to pay a fee, or the State Water Board’s determination regarding the amount of
the fee. (Cal. Code Regs., tit. 23, § 1077.)® A fee payer may petition for reconsideration on any
of the following grounds: (1) irregularity in the proceeding, or any ruling, or abuse of discretion,
by which the fee payer was prevented from having a fair hearing; (2) the fee determination is not
supported by substantial evidence; (3) there is relevant evidence that, in the exercise of
reasonable diligence, could not have been produced; or (4) error in law. (§§ 768, 1077.)
Pursuant to Water Code section 1537, subdivision (b){4), the State Water Board’s adoption of
the regulations may not be the subject of a petition for reconsideration. When a State Water
Board decision or order applies those regulations, a petition for reconsideration may include a

challenge to the regulations as they have been applied in the decision or order.

A petition for reconsideration of a fee assessment must include certain information, including the
name and address of the petitioner, the specific board action of which the petitioner requests

reconsideration, the reason the action was inappropriate or improper, the reason why the
petitioner believes that no fee is due or how the petitioner believes that the amount of the fee
has been miscalculated, and the specific action that the petitioner requests. (§§ 769,

subd. (a)(1)-(6), 1077, subd. (a).) A petition for reconsideration of a fee assessed by BOE must
" include a copy of the notice of assessment. (§ 1077, subd.(a).) Section 769, subdivision (c) of
the regulations further provides that a petition for reconsideration shall be accompanied by a

statement of points and authorities in support of the legal issues raised in the petition.

If the subject of the petitibh relates to an assessment of a fee by BOE, the State Water Board’s
decision regarding the assessment is deemed adopted on the date of assessment by BOE.

(§ 1077, subd. (b).) A petition is timely filed only if the State Water Board receives it within

30 days of the date the assessment is issued. (/bid.) The deadline for filing a petition for

reconsideration of the October 15, 2007 assessment was November 14, 2007. (/bid.)

The State Water Board may refuse to reconsider a decision or order if the petition for
reconsideration fails to raise substantial issues related to the causes for reconsideration set
forth in section 768 of the State Water Board’s regulations. (§ 770, subd. (a)(1).) Alternatively,
after review of the record, the State Water Board also may deny the petition if the State Water
Board finds that the decision or order in question was appropriate and proper, set aside or
modify the decision or order, or take other appropriate action. (/d., subd. (a)(2)(A)-(C).)

4.0 LEGAL AND FACTUAL BACKGROUND

The State Water Board’s Division of Water Rights (Division) is the entity primarily responsible |
for administering the State’s water right program. The primary source of funding for the water

~ rights program is regulatory fees deposited in the Water Rights Fund in the State treasury.
Legislation enacted in 2003 (Sen. Bill No. 1049, Stats. 2003, ch. 741) required the State Water
Board to adopt emergency regulations revising and establishing water right fees and revising
fees for water quality certification. (Wat. Code, §§ 1525, 1530.) Pursuant to this legislation, the
State Water Board reviews the fee schedule each fiscal year and, as necessary, revises the
schedule so that the fees will generate revenues consistent with the amount set forth in the
annual Budget Act. (/d., § 1525, subd. (d)(3).) BOE is responsible for collecting the annual
fees. (/d., § 1536.)




In FY 2007-2008, the Budget Act authorizes the expenditure of $11.592 million to support the
regulatory activities of the State Water Board’s water right program. Most of the funding for the
water right program — a total of $7.384 miillion — is appropriated from the Water Rights Fund.*
This allocation includes $6.929 million for administration of the State Water Board’s water right
program, $420,000 for the water right fee collection efforts of BOE, and $35,000 for support
functions provided by the California Environmental Protection Agency. (Stats. 2007, ch. 171, as
amended by Stats. 2007, ch. 172.) The State Water Board estimated that mid-year budget
adjustments would increase the Water Rights Fund budget to $7.984 million.® |

In accordance with the Water Code, the State Water Board sets a fee schedule each fiscal year
so that the amount collected and deposited ihto the Water Rights Fund during that fiscal year
will support the appropriation made from the Water Rights Fund in the annual Budget Act, taking
into account money in the fund from other sources.® The State Water Board has determined the
current fee schedule for FY 2006-2007 will continue to generate sufficient revenues to support
the water right program activities for FY 2007-2008.” Accordingly, it did not revise the
regulations this year. The fee schedule for this fiscal year is identical to the fee schedule for

FY 2006-2007.

* In addition to appropriations from the Water Rights Fund, the State Water Board's budget for the water right
program also includes $3.848 million in general funds, $212,000 in tobacco tax funds, and $148,000 in federal trust
funds.

% In addition to making appropriations that are specific as to the particular fund and agency involved, the Budget Act
includes appropriations that are allocated by the Department of Finance. The Budget Act also includes generally
- applicable sections that provide for adjustments of appropriations by the Department of Finance.

® Other sources of money in the Water Rights Fund, in addition to fee collections made during the fisca!l year, include
unexpended reserves from fee collections in previous years (see Wat. Code, § 1525, subd. (d)(3)), penalties
collected for water right violations (id., § 1551, subd. (b)), and money transferred from other funds.

T As explained in the Memorandum to File dated January 7, 2008 from Victoria A. Whitney, Chief, Division of Water
Rights, as of June 30, 2007 the Water Rights Fund had collected $9.168 million from water right and water quality
certification fees assessed in FY 2006-2007. After accounting for funds remaining from previous years and
subtracting program costs and encumbrances, approximately $ 0.082 million was left in the Water Rights Fund at the
end of the fiscal year. The State Water Board has accounted for this excess by subtracting it from the budget target
for FY 2007-2008. Thus, for the purposes of calculating this fiscal year's fees, the State Water Board’s revenue
target is $7.902 million ($7.984 - $.082 million). Assuming a non-coliection rate of 5 percent, the total amount to be
collected from filing fees and billed under annual fees is $8.318 million.




5.0 FEE DETERMINATIONS COVERED BY THE PETITION

The State Water Board’s review in this order is limited to annual fee assessments issued on
October 15, 2007. According to their petition, Petitioners are NCWA, CVPWA, persons
identified in the caption of the petition, identified in Exhibit B of the petition, or fee payers
referring to the petition.>® NCWA and CVPWA are not fee payers and cannot be considered
petitioners in this order. (§ 1077.) The State Water Board will consider the persons identified in
Exhibit B of the NCWA-CVPWA petition and the persons filing separate letters of reference to
be petitioners under the NCWA-CVPWA petition if they otherwise meet the requirements for a
petition for reconsideration.? Attachment 1 identifies the persons who were assessed an annual
water right fee, have met the regulatory requirements for filing a petition for reconsideration, and

are properly considered petitioners for purposes of this order.

6.0 PETITIONERS’ ARGUMENTS REGARDING THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE FEES
AND THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE FEES ARE WITHOUT MERIT

By incorporating arguments set forth in their previous petition challenging the imposition of the
FY 2006-2007 annual water right fees, Petitioners raise a variety of challenges to the water right
fees, including claims that (1) the administration of the water rights fees violates due process;
(2) the fees constitute an unconstitutional tax; (3) the fees are unconstitutionally discriminatory;
(4) the fees unlawfully seek to assess the federal government and its contractors; and (5) the
fees are arbitrary and capricious, exceed the State Water Board’s authority, and violate
Government Code section 11010. NCWA and CVPWA previously have raised these issues in
their petitions challenging annual fees issued in FY 2003-2004, FY 2004-2005, FY 2005-2006,
and FY 2006-2007. The State Water Board has rejected Petitioners’ legal arguments, most
recently by Order WR 2007-0007-EXEC, which addressed Petitioners’ arguments regarding the
FY 2006-2007 annual fees.

® The State Water Board has received separately filed letters referencing either the NCWA péﬁtion or Petitioners’
counsel (Somach, Simmons & Dunn).

° For example, a petition for reconsideration of a fee must include a copy of the notice of assessment. (§ 1077,
subd. (a).) Although the State Water Board requires strict adherence to the statute and regulations governing a
petition for reconsideration, it may accept a timely filed petition if the petition substantially complies by providing all of
the required information, in a manner that is clearly identified and readily accessible, even though the information
may not be in the proper format. A notice of assessment includes the fee payer's name, either the water right or BOE
identification number, the amount assessed, and the billing period or assessment date. This information is necessary
to properly process the petitions for reconsideration. Petitions that do not include a notice of assessment and that fail
to identify the required information do not meet the requirements for a petition for reconsideration.

Petitioners have not provided any new arguments, new information, or supporting authorities
that materially change any of the issues raised in their petition challenging the FY 2006-2007
annual water right fees.’® With respect to the issues that are incorporated in the petition now
before the State Water Board, this order adopts and incorporates the reasoning of Order
WR 2007-0007-EXEC and the orders incorporated by reference in that Order.

7.0 CONCLUSION

The State Water Board finds that its decision to impose water right fees was appropriate and

proper. The petition for reconsideration is denied.

ORDER

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT the petition for reconsideration is denied.
